Paris.—It appears by the Bulletin des Lois 
of last year, that the charitable bequests in 
France amount to 656,779 irancs. Of this 
gum 349485 francs are for the poor, 166, 
480 francs for hospitale, 109.723 francs for the 
churches 31.141 for the schools. 

The College of the Sorbonne has been re-es- 
tablished at Paris by a decree of the king. 

Miraculous image of the Virgin Mary.— Ovo the 
2h of July the wilage of Tilly, near Beauvais, 
was destroyed by fire. We are, however, as 
sured, that the flames respected an image of tie 
Virgin Mary, which alone was uncongumed io 
the whole village. 

Proselytism.—A most atrocious system has been 

feued by some priests in that part of France 
which borders on Switzerland,for the purpose of 
increasing the numbers of their church. The 
Swiss goverment fas cautioned the people a 

inst these attempts, from which we learn the 
Piowing facts. The priests first succeed in 
uesine some young Swiss to embrace the 
misb religion, and when this is done, great 
peins are taken to impress on the person the 
duty he owes to God in bringing over all his re- 
lations and friende to the true faith. Under the 
direction of the Romish clergy, the newly con- 
verted writesto some of his young relations, te!l- 
ing them what advantages they may reap by 
coming into France, where he has meansof pro- 
ing their interesis. The unsuspecting pa- 











rénts, deceived by these fair promises, allow 
their children to depart, but when they arrive at 
hs place were they expect to meet their friend, 
they are seized on by tie clerfy, and forced in- 


toa seminary where they are kept as prisoners, 

till by foree and persuasion, they are induced y 

abjure their religion.

Extracte-of a Letter from Mra. Garrett, of the 

Bombay Mission, addressed to Rev. Dr. 

Church, of Pelham, N. H. communicated 

for the Repository and Observer. 

Bomnay, Jan. 9th, 1826. 
Formation of an Association by the .Vissionaries. 

On the first of November last, we had indeed 

such a season, as we never before experienced. 

tes from the missions established at Sur- 
at Bankote, on the coast of Malabar, and at Bel- 
gaum, (an inland place on the continent) met, 
in Bombay, with the members of our mission. for 
the purpose of forming themselves into an .sso- 
ciation. that should meet annually. 

Public Examination of Hindoo Converts. 

The Rev. Mr. Taylor from Belgaum, brought 
with him 3 Hindoos, who are hopeful coaverts 
to christianity. He brought them for the pur- 
pose of having them more publicly examined by 
the missionaries from different stations, and if 
thought worthy, to be baptized, and admitted to 
the Lord’s table. The examination took place 
ib our mission Chanel 
. Excitement of the populace. 

Great numbers of the heathen flodked togeth 
@r, and great excitement, of course, prevailed a. 
Wong them: not an excitement to good, but to evil; 
évil aspersions of every description. So great 
was the general excitement of the people against 
these hopefully new born souls, we could not 
but entertain some fears of their present safety. 
they were certainly called to endure trials, such 
we never experienced: we had however the 
Wispeakable satisfaction of seeing them evince,a 
Siem and cheerful decision to serve our God. They 
did not appear daunted in the prospect of suifer- 


Admission of a converted Catholic. 
T should not omit to say, that one besides these 
who belonged to Bombay, aad formerly a Catho 
lie, who had received all his ebristian instruc- 
‘00 from us, was admitted with the other 3, to 


the table of the Lord. He had a considerable 
time previous, manifested deep concern for the 
salvation of his soul, nrofesssediy, renounced his 
former erreneous notions of christianity, embrac 
ing our views, and tremblingly hopirg he had aa 
interest in Christ, had offered himself as a can- 
didate for our communion; and for several 
months had been kept back on probation. We 
| knew he had suffered many severe trials from his 
family, and connexions, on account of this reli- 
‘gious chaoge: and such was the spirit with which 
|he appear d to bear them, we at last felt it duty, 
to comply with his dea:re, and accept Lim. 
Communion season, 

Ono the 7th of November last, these 4heathens 
at down for the firsttime, with 6 missionaries 
then together, at this holy feast, in the presence 
ofa great multitude of the mad idolaters, who at 
the time thronged our chapel. ft was indeed a 
season of refreshment from the presence of the 
Lord: and we cannot bui hope, it is the dawn of 
a giorious day, in which wacy precious souly 
will he gathered to Christ. 

The duty of entreating God for the Salvation of the 
heathen 

He is indeed able and willing to save, even 
these heathes; and he evidently waits to he in- 
quired of, to do it for them; and O! shall the 
bleasing tarry through ourindolence? Shall the 
windows of heavenly zrace remain closed, through 
vur uubelief? While these immortal sou's are 
so rapidly peopling the world of wo, shall we 
cease crying to the mighty God of Jacob?— 
Heaven forbid. It is true the chains of ‘dolatry, 
are like the chawns of iron: but our God can east- 
ly burst them: we koow that he can: what our 
eyes have recently seen, and our ears 
heard, is sufficient proof. If faith can remove 
mountains it can certainly remove the heaviest 
yoke of pagan supersiition. 

Trials of the Missionaries. 

We are visited with afiliction, collectively 
considered, and individually. Mrs. Nichols, 
and Mrs. Frost mourn the loss of their hosom 
companions; aod this, (as one of our Ceylon 
Brethren has expressed it, ) namely, ‘to be left a 
widow in a heathen land, is ore of the severest 
trials, thata merciful God inflets oo bis chil 
dren.’ Mr. Hall’s family isbroken up, by the 
removal of Mrs. Hall and her children to Ameri- 
ca: and, the same day on which she sailed, Mrs. 
Nichols’ only remaining child was torn from 
her bereaved bosom, by the hand of death! Just 
four weeks previous we had been called to taste 
this bitter cup,and resign back, to him who 
gave, a darling child! she was nearly two years 
of age. None but bereaved parents can accu- 
rately conceive the anguish of beholding these 
precious loans, cold in death! Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Graves suffer from ill health. But God has 
not forsaken us. Much precious seed is scatter- 
ed, which we do trust will ere long take root. 

Manner of spending the Sabbath. 

On Sabbath moraings, there is generally be- 
tween sixty and seventy blind beggars assembled 
at our Chapel, who receive a sinall quantity of 
rice, in the way of charity, and bave the gospel 
of Jesus preached to them. After this, a good- 
ly number of respectable heathen bear the gos- 
pel there. Inthe afternoon the children of se- 
veral native schools are assembled, who are ca- 
‘echised and instructed in the thiags of religion. 
In the evening after candles are lighted, a few 
Europeans meet with us, aod a sermon is deliv- 
ered in Eeglish. Thus very many hear of Jesus, 
during the Sabbath: let the dew of divine grace 
descend, & we shall see a great& glorious harvest. 

JOSEPH ALLEINE.

After his imprisonment, Mr. Alleine never at- 
tained to so much strength as to be able to walk 
abroad in the streets without my leading him, or 
some other, yet be would beemployed for his 
Lord and Master. His c airman that used to 
carry him to the bath, he appointed to fetch him 
about three o’clock, who carried him to visit all 
the schools, alms-houses, and the godly poor, es- 
pecially the widows; to whom he would give mo- 
ney and with wom he would pray and converse, 
concerning their spiritual states, according as 
their necessities required; engaging those that 
were governors, to teach the catechism, buying 
many dozens, and giving them to distributeto 
aeir scholars; and many other small books 
which he thought might be useful to them; and 
‘bee would come and see, in a week or fortnight, 
what progress they had made. He also engaged 
several to send their children once a week to him 
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to be catechised; which they did hearken to 
himin. And we had about sixty or seventy children 
every Lord’s day to our lodging; and they profited 
much by his instructions; till some took such of 
fence at it that he was forced to desist, and the 
school master was threatened to be cited to Wells 
before the bishop; and many others atfrighted 
from it 

He also sent for all the godly poor he could 
fied in that place, and entertained them at his 
chamber, aod gave to them every ove as he was 
able, a thaok-offering to the Lord for his mer- 
cy to him, and desired them, with several others, 
to keep a day of thanksgiving for him; Mr 
Fairclough, Mr. How, and himself, performing 
the duties of the day. 

Though his sickness bad been long, and his 
expenses great, he thought he could never spend 
enough for him from whom he had received all 
He constantly gave money or apples to all the 
children that came to be catechised by him, to 
engage them, besides all he gave to the teachers 
and poor, which indeed was beyond his ability, 
considering his estate. But fam persuaded he 
did foresee that bis time would be short; and hav-

The distribution of a tract whose title 
in English is, *The penny well spent,’ lad ine 
duced many. to contribute to its funds, 
The collectors had been particularly active, 
and the work of collecting forthe Bible Assoe 
ciation had produced instances of good: many 
distressed families bad been visited and relieved; 
many instances of goud amoog children wera

They engaged one 
another to give so much for the printing of six 
thonsand of the Assembly’s catechism, and 
among other friends to raise some money to send 
to every minister that would engage in the work, 
and to give to the children for their encourage 
ment in learning.

If the existence of Bible, Missionary & Tract 
Societies, and the patronage which they receive, 
may be regarded as indications of the state of re- 
ligion in any country, then is the cause of evan- 
gelical piety gaining ground in France. So- 
cieties of this description there exist; and though 
their numbers and the amount which they ap 
propriate are small, compared with those of si- 
milar bodies in Great Britain, yet are they very 
important, considering the sphere of their ope- 
rations. France isa Romai. Catholic country, 
in which great and bloody persecutions have, in 
former ages, prevailed; and all that Protestants 
can now do for extending the influence of their 
faith, is done under great embarrassments, and 
with the bare sufferance of the government, But 
a leaven has begun to work, which with God’s 
blessing may eventually leaven the whole lump. 

The Paris Religious Tract Society, 

Whose object it is to counteract the effect of 
bad books, by distributing good ones; and par- 
ticularly by showing the seeds of evangelical 
truth, held its fourth anaiversary on the 11th of 
April, 1826. During the year preceding, 127,- 
386 tracis had been distributed, and 390,025 
siace the commencement of the society. Auxi- 
liaries io a full state of activity exist at Toulouse,

a lady to a poor woman who had four children 
and who wrote a letter ackuowledging the good 
she had received from the perusal of the word of 
God; and a ciiid of ten years of age bore tewti- 
movoy to the change worghtin him by the same 
means. The R» port referred to the Associations 
in different parts of France. Thirteen Ladies® 
Aux.liary Societies aad beea formed, aad good 
eflects produced. 

M. Pastor Pache, of Lyons addr assed the 
meeting io a very impressive manoer coacermng 
the good resulting trom the propagation of the 
word of life, and the necessity of acknowledg- 
ing the word of God as the means of communi- 
cating divine knowledge. He felt peculiar de- 
light in beholding the progress of truth, He 
could bear witness to the advancement of reli- 
gion in his own church, and especially by the 
Bible Associations, having at Lyons twenty-three 
collectors, and twenty districts. The Institution 
produced increasing goud among men, women, 
and children; aod another institution, which has 
for its object to relieve the temporal wants of the 
people, was increased by means of the Bible As- 
sociation; and numbers more than usual were ia- 
duced to attend the house of prayer. 

Christian Moral Society, 

Held its 5th aniversary April 13th. This so» 
ciety, from the oature and number of its objects, 
is peculiarly interesting and important. These 
objects are presented in a speech by one of the 
secretaries; who, instead of reading the Report, 
as is usual, addressed the meeting ia a strain of 
powertul eloquence. 

He considered it his duty to show,by a gener- 
al view, the nature of the Society; and to give 
an account of its proceedings. He took a view 
of civ'lization, of the progress of arts and scien- 
ces, and of morals; aad then of Christian morals. 
This Society has maay Committees: one for the 
abolition of the Slave Trade; one for prisons; one 
for the abolition of gaindling, and lotteries; one 
of young people, for providing for orphans; one 
to aid the Greek Refugees in France; and others 
to delermine prizes to be offered for given sub- 
jects. During the last year, each of these Com- 
mittees have pursued their work, some with 
greaier success than others; and if success has 
ee their efforts to the extent that could 
be desired, yet there is ground for 

nt and perseverang o— ——— 

It may be thougit the multitade of objects 
pursued by this society, would dissipate its ener- 
gies, aad render them unavailing. But having 
a special committee for each distinct Object, se- 
cures mast of the advantages which would be 
gaiged by a separate society for each. It ap- 
pears from the account whence we derive our in- 
lormation, to have excited great interest, aud to 
be the ceatre of union.

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BEAVER BAPTIS? ASSOCIATION. 

This Association convened at Zelienople, But- 
ler county, Pa. on the 24th ult. and continued 
three days in session. Rev. Samuel Stoughton 
delivered the introductory sermon trom Isaiah 54 
13. Letters frony the churches represented in the 
Association were read. From the statement given 
in the minutes it appears, that there are five min- 
isters belonging to this Associatiou— Messrs, M’ 
Millen, Frazier, Stoughton, Winter, and Stone: 
that there are twelve churches; viz. Providence, 
Sharon, Unity, Union, Bethel, Amana, Bull Creek, 
Muddy Creek, Zion, Sugar Creek, Zelienople, 
and DeerCreek. During the last year there have 
been baptized 20 persons, received by letter 2, dis 
missed 3, excluded 7, deceased 7, restored 1.— 
The total number of church members is 320. 

Elder Samuel Stovghton was elected Moderator; 
and he appointed Richard Reynolds Clerk. The 
constitution, &c. of the Association were read.— 
The church at Deer Creek was admiited into the 
Association. The church at Sugar Creek present- 
ed their covenant, which was approved. Eldei 
Miller produced minutes from French Creek As 
sociation, whose messenger he was, desiring cor- 
respondence by messengers, and not by letter, as 
formerly; and Elders Winter and Stoughton were 
appointed to visit them at Springfield on the 2d 
Wednesday of June next. Minutes were received 
from the Redstone, Northumberland,Holland Pur 
chase, and Hartford Associations. No informag 
tion has been received, shis vear, from the Baptis’ 
Genera! Conven‘ion. Elder Stone was appointed 
to write the Circular Letter next year—the sub 
ject to be “the Personality of the Godhead.” 

A committee previously appointed on the state 
of religion, &e. in the Association, made the fol- 
lowing Report: > at 

“That the general aspect of the Association, in 
point of Religion, isnot of the most pleasing kind: 
some of the churches appear to be languishing, & 
need the fosiering care and prayers of the brethren; 
while others eppear to be looking up—the clouds 
to begin to break—and the God of Zion to begin 
to shine upon them—And that, while many things 
discourage, more things encoursye us, at d bid us 
“oo on in the strength of the Lord.” In refereuce 
to supplies, they report that three of the churches 
are supplied one half of the time; five or six of the 
churches have preaching once a month, and four 
are entirely destitute of the ministry of the gospel. 

“In reference to the best means which can be 
devised for the general good, the committee re- 
port; 1. That there should be a combined co-ope- 
ration amongst all the churches in the Association, 
and that every church should contribute to the ut- 
most of their ability. 2. Phat those churches which 
are entirely destitute, should try what they can do 
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the 23d. js excursion are praise 
worthy. It is hoped, tha zeal & activity of the 
Managers in the cause of Sabbath Schools will be 
rewarded by the abundant success of their benevo 
lent labours; and that their example will put to 
confusion the lukwarmness in respect to these in- 
stitutions which prevailstoo generally in our coun 
try. Similar exertions in every county might 
bring into existence many schools, and reanimate 
those which are languishing. ss

Seve 
ral of the most infiuential chiefs, after long trial 
of their faith, had been admitted tothe church. A 
Society had been formed to aid in supporting the 
Missionaries, and had taised, in commodities 50 
dollars. 

A letter from Mr. Chamberlain was read. ft 
enclosed one which -the captain of an American 
vessel had refused to take. This refusal was while 
the Fall ships werein port, and at the time of the 
attack on Mr. Richards by 40 sailors from the 
British ship Daniel, who, with the consent of their 
captain, went on shore, and, armed with kuives, 
surrounced his house.

the holy scriptures; Ido not think, in my various 
journeys among the islands since the natives 
have possessed the scriptures of truth; that 
I ever meta party of them, traveling which had 
noi their books with them carefully wrapped in 
native cloth, or desposited in alittle basket made 
on purpose to contain them. One stormy day, 
when the ytempest howled» and the foaming surf 
rolled Greacfully on the shore, I saw a canoe in dis- 
tress outside the harbour, about two miles from 
the beach; I directed some natives in the neigh- 
bourhood to take alarge canoe, and go to their 
assistance; on reaching them, they found the canoe 
full of water, and the menin the sea, supporting 
theraselves on their paddles, & swimming towards 
the shore; they took the natives on board their 
large canoe, and towed the small one to the beach; 
when they landed, 1 met them; and sked if they 
were in danger; they,said, “Yes; they were afraid 
of the sharks, and fearful lest their canoe should 
sink.” Jl asked them what they thought when the 
sea began to fill their canoe; they said, they 
thought of their books, and wereonly coucerned 
to keep them dry; pointing at the same time 
to the canoe, where their gospels carefully wrap- 
ed up in native cloth, were tied to the mast, in 
order to secure them from the spray of the sea; 
hus their books were preserved, while their 
apparel was completely spoHed by the salt waiter, 
On another occasion, a native of Huaheine lay 
down on his mat in the evening; and, by the light 
of a rustic lamp made of a cocoanut shell, read 
in one of his books till he fell asleep; the lamp 
burnt down—the house took fire~and, awakened 
by the flames, he sprang from his mat, and ran 
out of doors; in a moment he recollected that his 
book lay onthe mat where he was sleeping; he 
rushed through the flames; and though scorched 
in several parts of his body, retreated not till his 
books, which were copies of the gospels, were se

GREAT DEWVAND FOR RELIGIOUS IN| 
STRUCTION IN HAWAII. 

Rev. Mr. Goodrich writes to the Correspond- 
jog tong uoder the date of Nov. 11, 1825; 
at Byrow’s Bay on the eastern side of Hawaii, 
where he is stationed. he place was formerly 
called Warakea; but the harbour haviag been 
accurately surveyed by Lord Byron, during bis 
Jate visit to the Sandwich Islands, wi.o alvo show- 
ed many kindnesses to the Missionaries, it has 
by common consent received bis name. 

The state of things at this station is very 
interesting. The bouse of public worship will 
not contain half that assembie to hear the word 
of life. The chiefe have lately begun :o build 
anew meeting house of much larger dimensions. 
Schools are rapidly increasiag in all the east 
ern half of this Island, and all that seems to be 
wanting, is books and teachers. I am unable 
to supply one tweatieth part of the calls for 
books. Some have already left the school, 
commenced by us about ten months since, aud 
have gone out to teach others; and many other 
teachers are immediately waned. I have taken 
Sor teo persons from different islands to edu- 
cate for teachers, who, finding their own food 
are 0O expense to the mission. Most of them 
will soon be qualified to commence the business 
ofinstruction. A wide field of usefulness opens 
here on either hand. A population of nevrly 
40,000 souls have open ears to hear the gyvspel.

Indian Observations—-\t would be a pity not to 
preserve the following anecdote, which displays so 
much of that accuracy of observation which is 
knewn to be one of the characteristics of our red 
brethren in the West. An Iadian upon his return 
home to his hut one day, discovered that his veni- 
son, which had been hung up to dry, had been sto- 
len. After taking observations on the spot, he sei 
off in pursuit of the ihief, whom he tracked through 
the woods. Afier going some distance, he met 
some persons of whom he inquired, if they had not 
seen a little, old, white man, with a short gun, and 
accompanied by a small dog with a 606 tail? They 
replied in the affirmative, and upon the Indian as- 
suring them that the man thus described had sto- 
len his venison, they desired to be informed how 
he was ableto give such a minute description of a 
person whom he had not seen. The Indian an- 
swered thus,--The thief I know is a ditt/e man, by 
\is having made a pile of stones to stand upon in 
order to reach the venison from the height I hung 
it, standing on the ground; that he is an o/d man I 
know by his short steps, which I have traced over 
the dead leaves inthe wood; & that he is a white 
man I know by his turning out his toes, which an 
indian never does. His gun I know to be short, 
by the mark which the muzzle made by rubbing a- 
vainst the bark of the tree on which it leaned;that 
his dog is small { know by histracks;& that he has a 
506 tail \ discovered by the mark it made in the dust 
vhere he was sitting at the time his master was 
taking down the meat. 


Opposite Manners and Customs,--The common 
lrinks of the Japanese are hot;ours are cold. They 
ive fond of black teeth; we of white. They mount 
their horses on the right side; we on the left. 

Among the Chinese, white is the colour for 
nouroing: ason has no right to wear white clothes 
while his mother and father live, but he can w 
no other for three years after their death. Wi ‘ 
us black is the colour for mourning. The Chinese 
ise their boots for pockets, patting into them their 
fans, papers, &c.; the boots are made very wide, 
and of black satin leather; we use our coats, &c.; 
Che dress of the women of the lower classes in 
China, is the same as, or differs but little from that 
f the men; with us, no two things are more dis- 
simiar. The chin se for beauty reduce both eye- 
»rows to one arched line; we let them alone to form 
iwo arch lines, and ‘ielight in ‘the graceful curve.’ 
Long nails are with us a disgrace; with the Chinese 
theyare an honour. Both men & women of rank 
n China suffer the nails of the left hand to grow 
to an extraordinary length, ip order to prove their 
gentility, and to distinguish themselves from la- 
bourers and mechanics. De Guine saw a manda- 
rin whose nails were nearly six inches in length, 
and a physician who had brought them to ten o1 
twelve inches. 

The nails are thus kept extremely clear & tran 
parent, aud at might are carefully enclosed in bam- 
boo cases. Thee is another peculiarity of custom 
among the Chinese which is said to be universal; 
they use their left handin preference to the right. 

A Portuguese woman, when she rides, sits with 
the left side towards the horse’s head; and an En- 
glish woman with the right. 

A Portugtese woman never assumes the name 
ofher husband, but in all the vicissitudes of mat 
rimony retains her owa; an English woman always 
assumes the family name of her husband.—The 
Portuguese are generally addressed by their Chris- 
tian name; we by our family one. In Portugal, 
the master of the house precedes the visirer in go- 
ing out; with us the visiter precedes. 

Whe Italians reckon the commencement of their 
dav trom sun-set; we from sun-rise—-their clocks 
strike all the heurs from one to twenty-four; ours 
from one to twelve, 

The Kamschatkadales always use dogs for the 
purpose of labour and travelling; we use horses & 
oxen. 

We use wine and ardent spirits for intoxication; 
but the Turks opium. We undress and go to bed 
at some certain hour, and wait the approach of 
sleep; the Turks, being seated on a mattress smoke 
till they find themselves sleepy; then laying them- 
selves down, their servants cover them. Dianer is 
our principal meal; supper theirs.

Preservation of Anfiles —The followine valuable | 
observations of Noah Webster, Esq. have been 
published in the Mass, Agricultura} Repository, 
and deserve the attention of farmers who wish to 
preserve their apples.—‘It is the practice with 
some persons to pick apples in October, and first 
spread them on the floor of an upper room. Thi 
practice is said to render apples more durable by 
drying them. But I can affirm this to be a mis- 
take. Apples, after remaining so long on the tree 
as safety from the frost will admit, should be tak- 
en directly from the trees to close casks, and kept 
as dry and cool as possible. If suffered to lie on 
ihe floor for weeks, they wither and lose their fla- 
your, without acquiring any additional durability. 
rhe best moce of preserving apples for spring use, 
{ have found to be, the putting of them in dry sand 
a3 soon as picked, Tor this purpose | dry sand in 
the heat of the summer, and late in October put 
down the apples in layers, with a covering of sand 
upon each layer. ‘he singular advantages of this 
mode of treatment are these: 1. The sand keeps 
the apples from the air, which is essential to their 
preservatiou, 2. The sand checks the evaporation 
ofthe apples, thus preserving their full Ravour— 
at the same time, any moisture yielded by the ap- 
ples (and some there will be) is absorbed by the 
sand, so that the apples are kept dry, and all mus- 
tiness is prevented.

»auy.-Mr. V. proposes to send out young men,pro- 


perly trained in the Schoo! which be has recently 
estublished at Troy, todeliver popular eapertmnen- 
tal lectures on Chemistry, and on the most useful 
branches of Natural Philoso,by, in the principal 
villages and school districts throughout the State. 
In all places where the lectures are delivered, it is 
designed that from four to ten young gentlemen 
selected by the inhabitants, shall be present and 
assist in preparing the experiments, and shal 
themselves repeat them in public till they are suf 
ficiently qualified in their tura to instruct others. 
It is estimated that apparatus and specimens sul- 
ficient for a very profitable course on Chemistry, 
Natural Philosophy, and Natural History, with 
their application to agriculture, domestic economy, 
the arts aad manufactures, may be obtained for 
100 or 150-ttoHars; and thus for this trifling sum, 
the inhabitants of any village in the State, with 
the aid in the way of instruction which is proffer 
ed by Mr. Van Renssela: r, may derive the benefits 
of those departments of scientific knowledge which 
are most intimately connected with the common 
concerns of life. 

Hitherto, by a strange oversight, instruction in 
the natural sciences, has been almost confined to 
those of our young men who are intended for the 
learned professions, or in other words,to those who 
have the least occasion for this species of kaow- 
ledge, for of what value, comparatively, to the law- 
yer and the divine, are the principles of chemistry 
and mechanics? But we are happy to perceive, in 
the mode proposed by Mr. Van Rensselaer, and in 
other modes, the common sense of the age is recti- 
fing this error, and that we may expect soon to 
see, among our cilizens those improvements in 
the arts which always arise where theory & prac- 
tice go hand in hand. The city of Glasgow has 
derived invaluable advantages from the popular 
lectures on natural philosophy and chemistry, 
which have been numerously attended by her me- 
chanics and manufacturers in the Institution of Mr 

Anderson, and we see not why the siate of New 
York may not derive the same benefits from the 
plan proposed by Mr. Van Rensselaer.—-V. York

A word to our readers in favour of the Duméd 
Creation.—If you keep dogs, let them have free 
access to water, and if practicable, take them out 
occasionally mto the fields, and let them have an 
opportunity to swim. If you keep birds, do not, 
as 1s commonlly practised, expose them in 
their cages to a hot sun: itis a cruel & fatal mis- 
take. Birds unconfined, seek the shelter in sul- 
try weather. If you do expose them out of doors 
cover the top of their cages wiih a piece of car- 
peting or, whichis better, a green sod, or abun- 
dance of leaves. Those who have the care of 
horses should be especially attentive, during sul- 
try weather, to give them water, or to moisten 
their mouths. We have been often greatly shock- 
ed to see some of the labouring horses on my quays, 
in sultry and dusty weather foaming at the mouth 
and labouring under symptoms of the intolerable 
torment of thirst.
